Howell. The jntelligeoce Sad not leag hed, 
when the sensation was heightened by the 
farther intelligence of a similar, Lat worse 
disaster to the propeller California, belonging 
to the same Company, the purser of which 
dowa from Aer wreck to seek the aid of 
the Idabe in rendering assistdtce to his ves- 
sel.
